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The new Rink and Winter Sports building on December 22, 1977 


Work began on the site in late June of 1977 and progressed 

ell until mid-July when we encountered very poor soil conditions 
along the north wall line of the proposed building. We lost some two 
weeks of scheduled progress with remedial work necessary to the 
column footings in this area. Progress remained excellent through 
to September when the heavens opened up and it rained, rained 
and rained. Record rainfalls were recorded locally and progress 
literally bogged down, as we were at the critical stage of erecting 
steel and masonry. Once the rains ended, the work moved along 


very nicely into November, when again, at the critical stage of 
roofing and siding of the building, rains came again, followed by 
winter's early blast of a major snowfall, very cold temperatures and 
high winds. The men persevered through some horrendous days and 
managed to close in the gymnasium walls. The rink ice surface slab 
was poured, on schedule, on November 29th and work proceeded 
inside the rink to erect boards, lighting, screens, etc., with a 
scheduled date for skating on ice of January 1st, 1978. : 


As this report is written in mid-December for recording in 
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Tiger, we feel confident that the rink wil! be used during the first 
week of January and the gymnasium before the end of January. 
We encountered a major set-back as we prepared the refrigeration 
equipment for operation when it was found that the existing chiller 
was leaking badly and had to be replaced. We presently expect 
delivery of this new chiller on Dec. 23rd and if the weather and other

factors are with us, the School Engineer will still make ice by 
Jan. 1st. 

The dressing room area will be ready for use by the players 
as the students return from their Christmas holidays, however the 
new Gymnasium will not be useable much before the end of January. 

We are actually well pleased with the general progress of the 
construction even though originally we had hoped to be skating 


? 
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by mid-Novenber. The very difficult weather conditions through 
September and early October, and again the severe snow storm in 
early December have lost us some six weeks of construction time, 
which means we have to look to a substantial completion in January 
rather than December. 

Although we expect the entire complex to be in full use by 
the end of January, the exterior landscaping, driveways and painting

will not be completed until the Spring. However, this will not affect 
the School’s use of the new facility.

Around the School 


The fall term has been a very busy and successful one in 
many ways. 


Early in October a great deal of spirit was shown in the School's 
annual United Way Drive. The week’s activities included a bake 
sale organized by the girls, a raffle of football tickets and a fund 
raising carnival, all of which proved to be highly successful. 


Another highlight of the term was the Fourth Dimension 
Week. The aim of this was to provide an opportunity for each 
student to have a learning experience outside of the School setting. 


Grade 9, under the able guidance of Mr. Paul Lewis, had an 
active week in and around the Niagara Peninsula. One day was 
spent in Toronto where they visited the Science Centre, the Royal 
Ontario Museum and in the evening attended a performance of 
Agatha Christie's Mouse Trap. The Ball's Falls Conservation 
Authority organized a programme for the Grade 9’s with the 
theme of conservation and appreciation of nature. Here instruction 
was given in soil sampling and earth studies. Other activities 
included visits to Ontario Paper Co. Ltd., the Sir Adam Beck hydro- 
electric plant in Niagara Falls and Port Weller Dry Docks Ltd. 


The Grade 10 students migrated to Ottawa for the week, where 
a number of visits pertaining to their history course were set 
up. These included observing the House of Commons in session 
and visits to the War Museum, the Science Centre and the Mint. 
One of the highlights of the trip was an afternoon spent at the 
Russian embassy. 


In conjunction with their Cadet training and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh expeditions, Grade 11 went north to Dorset and Camp Ran- 


dalore. Here a group of experts taught a variety of skills associated 
with canoeing and camping. Such activities as aboriginal technology, 
rock climbing, orienteering and woodmanship. gave the students a 
considerable insight into wilderness camping and survival. This in- 
struction in addition to that which is given at Ridley will prepare

them for a winter camping trip or a canoe trip in Algonquin 
Park this Spring. 

Grade 12 attended a group dynamics session at a conference 
centre in Paris, Ontario. The theme of this programme was centred 
on Creative Leadership and helped these students to realize that 
opportunities for leadership are not confined to those who have 
the capacity to command. An outpouring of opinion and feeling 
came from this group and they returned to the School with one 
great concern; that they should not forget each other, as they 
had been revealed through this experience. 


Grade 13 Geography students made their annual pilgrimage 
north to Timmins. This field trip included tours of the Pamour 
and Dome gold mines, the Texas Gulf copper mine and an Abitibi 
Paper mill where the students saw the mill in operation and also 
spent time observing logging operations in the northern bush. They 
visited two academic institutions, the Haileybury School of Mines 
and the Timmins campus of Northern College where courses in min- 
ing engineering and related areas were outlined. 


The remainder of Grade 13 worked independently on projects 
of their own choice. Many used this time to visit universities 
which they are considering attending next year. 


Musically this has been a term of great activity and variety. 


A number of outside groups have performed at Ridley. Among 
these was the Niagara Sinfonia under Leonard Atherton which gave 
two concerts featuring a wide variety of chamber music. The 
Brock University Choir presented a programme of classical Christ- 


























mas music in the Chapel and the Huggett Family, a professional 
group of musicians from Ottawa, sang and played Renaissance 
music in full costume and using the instruments of the time. 

Ridley musicians achieved great success in a number of 
endeavours this term. 


Noyes Fludde by Benjamin Britton featured the Ridley Orch- 


ith Ridley and Edith Cavell Public School. The four day run was 
virtually sold out and was very well received by audiences and 
reviewers alike. Messrs. Michael Tansley, Thomas Mitchell, David 
Cosgrove, Trevor Davie and all of those who participated are to be 
congratulated on a job well done. 


As always the School’s programme of Christmas Music was a 
highlight of the term. The Ridley Singers sang Vaughan Williams 
“Fantasia on Christmas Carols’ at the service on December 4th. 
The Christmas service followed a week later and featured a number 
of new and old carols performed by the choir and instrumentalists. 
Such carols as the traditional French “‘Il est né le devin enfant’’ 
with flute accompaniment, made for a very fine service indeed.

Football — ’77 


The single most prominent aspect of this year’s football season 
was frustration. There were high spots with victories and satis- 
faction with development but frustrating occurrences dominated the 
season. 


After a week of fine weather in September the rains came. 
The next month was a series of cancelled practices, missed games, 
continually wet uniforms, workouts in the gym or parking lots and 
occasionally, when the rain was light, fighting the seagulls for a 
scrap of ground. All teams suffered. 


The First team after a solid week of pre-season practice was 
to have played in the United Way Bowl but due to rain the game 
was cancelled. 
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The following week the team played away in Hamilton (sched- 
uled for Ridley) in an exhibition game against Westmount, winning 
13-7. The T.C.S. disaster 400k place a week later with the Firsts 
losing 34-0. A small break in the weather allowed the Firsts to 
host Nichols on Thanksgiving Weekend and we lost. On 15 October 
Ridley played its first |1S.A.A. home game. At half time Hillfield 
was leading 8-0. At this point in the season Ridley had not scored 
a point in 12 quarters. In the second half the team came to life 
and managed a 16-8 win with a touchdown on the last play of the 
game to enlarge a one point lead. 


The following week was the Association Weekend. Appleby 
was the visiting team with a perfect record of 2 and 0. One of the 
best Association Weekend games followed. A tremendous seesaw 
battle developed with the outcome finally resting on a forty yard 
field goal kicked by Captain lan Dunbar. The final score was 17-16 
in favour of Ridley. 


U.C.C. was the host team the following week and the Orange 
and Black went into its drama bag for another close finish. With 8 
minutes to go Ridley got the ball on their own 20 yard line, behind 
15-7. Five minutes later an unconverted touchdown made the 
score 15-13. After a short kick-off U.C.C. fumbled on its first play. 
The Firsts took advantage of the turnover to score another touch- 
down and brought home a 20-15 victory. 


The last league game was against S.A.C. at St. Catharines. 


It was a well played game with S.A.C. taking over in the last ‘half 
to win 18-8. 


Overall, after a disastrous start the Firsts had a successful 
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season. The final league standing showed Ridley tied with Appleby 
for second place with a 3-2 record. Our congratulations go out 
to T.C.S. for their championship season. 


The Second team played a competitive schedule with home 
and home games against U.C.C., SA.C. and T.C.S. and a seventh 
game against Pickering Firsts. 


The team was made up of a number of boys who were 
playing football for the first time and this inexperience plus a number 
of key injuries contributed to the disappointing record of 0-7. 
Several games were close; U.C.C. winning by a touchdown scored 
in the last minute of one game. 


Despite their record the Seconds, captained by Stuart Walton 
and Mike Smith, never lost their enthusiasm and they could reverse 
the record next year. 


The U/16 team had a huge turnout in September which augurs 
well for the future of Ridley football. The weather was especially 
hard on this team with so many people to look at and most being 
very inexperienced. The team was fortunate in being able to play 
ten high school junior teams. In the end the record was 1 and 10 
but in a particularly difficult week the U/16 scored 7 points less 
than their opposition but lost two football games. The record does 
not really indicate the potential of the U/16. The weather and 
inexperience of the boys really was too much of an obstacle for 
them to overcome.

Board of Governors 


Last November 30, 1977, the Ridley Board of Governors, from 
Canada and the United States, gathered once again to convene its 
Annual General Meeting. This year the meeting was of special 
significance in that our Chairman for the last four years, Robert 
W. Stevens, Q.C. passed the responsibilities of office to S. Mac Irwin 
of Toronto. During these years, Bob Stevens has brought to bear an 
intensity of leadership and action in dealing with the diverse problems 
associated with guiding the evolution of the School. Mac Irwin 
spoke for all the present Board Members when he paid tribute to 
Bob for his dedicated and effective service over the last four 
years; the School as a result, is in very fine shape. 


Mac Irwin now takes over to lead the forty-two Board Members, 
sitting on eleven standing committees which are in turn reinforced 
by twenty-nine Advisory Board members and thirty-one active and 
interested Ridleians who sit on the various committees of the Board. 


One resignation has been recorded in lan F. T. Kennedy of 
Toronto, who has given of his time to the School, in addition to acting 
as Chairman of the Ryerson Board. The newly elected members are 
R. James Fisher, London; Crawford Gordon, Toronto; John A. 
MacDonald, London; Richard C. Malone, Winnipeg; Leighton W. 
McCarthy, Toronto and J. Hugh McDonald of Winnipeg. The senior 
vice-president and vice-chairman of the Board is Peter Maclachlan, 
and the vice-presidents are Hubert T. Mandeville, Dr. Donald C. 
McFarlane, C. Richard Sharpe and Denis R. Evans. 


The Annual Meeting covered a wide variety of topics contained 
in the reports of the various standing committees. Some of the 
highlights are worthy of mention. Finances continue to occupy 
the Board's concerns and Terry Scandrett, the Finance Committee 
Chairman reported a very successful year in that the School has 
maintained a high enrolment and has kept operating expenses slightly 
below budget. Careful monitoring of the cash flow reduced the need 
for extended bank borrowing in relation to previous years. The 
financing of the new rink will increase our deficit in the current fiscal 
year, however, the 1978 budget covers a carrying and operating cost 
for this facility, once it is completed. 


The Long Range Planning Committee has been investigating 
the advisability of providing additional staff housing in order to make 
recruitment of new staff easier and in order to assist in better long 
term planning of faculty careers. This problem is not resolved but a 
gradual programme of improving staff accommodation is being re- 
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viewed by the Property Committee, with particular emphasis on 
Gooderham House. 


In this regard, Gooderham House was partially renovated to 
provide four modernized rooms on the ground floor and it is planned 
to continue this programme until the entire House is put into a first 
class state. Also, an additional fire escape was attached to the 
east end of this House. 


Last summer the Headmaster’s residence was repaired, it hav- 
ing sustained a degree of settling of its foundation manifested by 
excessive cracking throughout the house; this has all been repaired. 


The renovation of the School is an on-going process. Now that 
the winter sports facility is nearing completion, the Property Com- 
mittee will re-focus its objectives as to how best to spend the 
$60,000 allocated to it for annual maintenance and moderniza- 
tion. 


As we move into a new year, there are a number of issues to 
deal with such as the Blair Report on Municipal Taxes and Federal 
French Grants to the Government of Ontario. In forthcoming issues 
of ‘Tiger’ we will keep you up to date.

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Financial Support Committee 
Annual Report 1976-77 


A new plateau was reached toward the goal of achieving an annual giving target of $100,000. Total 
contributions of almost $75,000 ($74,246) were received by the Ridley College Foundation and the Ridley 
College Scholarship Fund Inc. from 1,323 members of the Ridley family. 


In addition to these funds, $74,920 was contributed in the form of Capital, Scholarship and Special 
Donations. Thus the total contributed to Ridley in 1976/77 was $149,166 excluding those funds contributed 
to the Rink and Winter Sports Building Campaign. 


One cannot report on Ridley 
fund raising activities without 
making specific mention of the 
superb support the Rink Fund 
has received towards its goal 
of $825,000. The Board of Gov- 

rnors recognizing the potential 
Desative impact a broad appeal 
would have on Annual Giving 
decided the funds for the new 
Rink and Winter Sports Building 
would be raised through a very 
restricted canvass.

Coached by our own Mr. Nick Holmes, the Junior coxless-pair 
of Phil and Bob MacDonald, who went along as the spare pair, did 
not earn their spurs until the Bedford regatta where they won the 
Senior ‘A’ coxless-pair race. 


At Nottingham, one of the twins was fighting a virus and was 
unable to row, Ai Henley, they were good enough to reach the 
quarter finals in the spare pair race. 


The School's Senior Heavy Eight, with coach Neil Campbell, 
won the Princess Elizabeth Challenge Cup after having to come from 
behind in their final two races.
